Editor Colui=a .Sun—Dear Sir : In your is­ 
sue of M arch 18:h appears an article headed 
“ The Kvilroad Taxes.” 
Iu the position 
taken by you in that article I in the main 
agree, and especially ¿o I agree to the prepo­ 
sition “ that rich men are interested more 
than poor men in maintaining not only the 
legal but the equitable rights of property, 
and they are interested more in the m ainte­ 
nance of good government.” 
_ 
The article in question bears upon its face 
evidences of the sincerity of the writer, and 
deals with w hat the writer term s the sins of 
the railroad company in a epiri; more of re­ 
gret than of anger. 
A due regard for *be judgment of thought­ 
ful men, and respect for the opinions of the 
public, cail for a statem ent of the position of 
the ra lroad company relative to taxation—a 
pc-siti n much misunderstood, but as impreg­ 
nable in law as it is just in morals, 


PROMPT PAYMENT OF TAXES. 
F or m any years prior to the adoption of 
the new Constitution the railroad companies 
of California, and especially those belonging 
to the C entral Pacific system, paid their 
taxes prom ptly, and since the adoption of the 
new Constitution such companies have paid 
w ithout que-tinn taxes aseesaed upon their 
stations, workshops and lands by the same 
tribunals which assessed tbe property of 
other persons within their jurisdiction. 
The 
taxes so paid for the present fiscal year 
amount, in the aggregate, to about §250,000, 
and the taxes so paid by the railroad people 
for the years 1S80 and 1S82 in Colusa couLty 
amount, as appears from the books of the 
Tax Agent of the company, to §0,098 22. 


THE CASE STATED. 
Sir.ce the adoption of the new Constitution 
difficulties have arisen which the railroad 
companies deplore as deeply as can any one 
else. 
The new Constitution provides a gen­ 
eral FjBtera of taxation which affects all prop­ 
erty within the State except railroad prop­ 
erty operated in rr.ore than ore county. This 
per eral system in brief provides that prop­ 
erty shall be taxed iu proportion to its 
value ; th at is to say, th at the rate of taxa­ 
tion sh ill be the same as to all property, and 
th at all property shall be assessed in the same 
propnrtiua to its value, whether that propor­ 
tion be one-third or two-thirds of the value 
thereof. 
This provision carried out produces 
that quality which is the very essence of tax­ 
ation. 
This system requires th at the propor­ 
tions of value shall be ascertained by a gen­ 
eral law affecting all persons and all property 
within i t 1 pops. 
I t requires th a t before a 
liability is fixed 
THERE MUST BE NOTICE 
An an opportunity to be heard and given to 
every person whoee property is to be affected. 
This system gives an appeal from the As­ 
sessor to the local Hoards of Equalization 
elected by the people of the counties—to 
B ards which hold their seesi ns at times 
lix-d by law, and rf which notice m ust he 
given—to Boards which must transact their 
business openly in the presence of the people, 
and m ust proceed according to rules of evi­ 
dence calculated to insure justice. 
This sys­ 
tem requires the aeBcssment to be made in the 
county by the Assessor elected by the people 
of the county, and who acts in their presence 
and is directly re-ponsible to them for his ac­ 
tion. 
I t prevents property from being as­ 
sessed in localities distant from the place 
where the property is situated. 
This syst m 
prescribes th at the moda and the manner i f 
a-peisment m ust be carpfnlly and precisely 
fixed ty general law s; and lastly, this system 
allows every owner of property to deduct from 
the value rf the same the value of mortgages, 
deeds of trust or other liens thereupon, and 
permits the Assessor to assise such owm r 
only for the beneficial interest which he h. s 
iu the property, i. e , the value thereof a ftir 
deducting the amounts cf such mortgages or 
lie as. 


THERE ARE DIFFICULTIES INHERENT IN THE 
SUBJECT 
W hich have hitherto rendered »t impossible 
to frame laws which under all circumstances 
will distribute the burden of taxation with 
exact equality, b ut all ju st laws aim to ac­ 
c nip i h, as nearly as may be, th at end, a td 
the general system adopted in the State of 
C alifornii contains the safeguards which ex­ 
perience Ins taught to be necessary for the 
protection of the citizen in his right of piop- 
eity against nr just and arbitrary exic ions. 
The framers of the tew Constitution adopted 
another and special system which applies 
alone to franchise, roadway, road-bed, rails 
ar.d rolling stock of roads operated in more 
than one county—not to all railroads in the 
S tate—nor to all property operated in more 
than one county. 
I!y this system one class 
of i r .perty is singled out from the mas.8 of 
property, e.nd is subjected to its operations. 
This special svstem finds its origin in Section 
10 of Article X III. of the new Constitution. 
T hat section, in respect to the subject nnder 
consideration, prescribes that “ the franchise, 
roadway, road-bsd, rails and rolling stock of 
all railroads operated in more than one county 
in tbii State shall be assessed by the State 
Board of Equalization 


AT THEIR ACTUAL VALUE, 
And shall be apportioned to the counties, 
cities and counties, cities, towns, townships 
and distri. ts in which such railroads are lo­ 
cated, in proportion to the number of miles 
of railway laid in inch counti-s, cities and 
counties, cities, towns, townships and dis­ 
tricts.” 
This special system, by virtne of 
Section 1 of the same a-tic!e. as construed 
by the Supreme C urtof this S ate, prevents 
the owners of u:c‘ property Ir n deducting 
from the value thereof the value of the m ort­ 
gages or liens upon the same, or in olher 
w o' Is, while tho owners of all other property 
i 
State are only assessed f ir the excess 
of va n : over mortg tges end liens, the own­ 
ers of fuch railroad property are to be 
asses-e 1 for the full value of the property 
w ithou' any reduction whatever. 
From this 
si m-nary it will be readily apparent to all 
t at the ow: crs of railroad prop rty operated 
in mare than one county are denied any pro- 
tccti n from the general laws, constitutional 
or otherwise, which : 
1. K iquire th at property shall b j taxed in 
proportion to its value. 
2. K quire such proportions to be ascer­ 
tained by a general law. 
3 Ilequire that, before liability is fixed, 
notice and aa opportunity t i ba heard must 
be given. 
■1 Given an appeal from the Assessor to 
another tribunal. 
G. lieqnire the .vses-m rnt to be made in 
tbe c- -unty. ar.d ¡.ievent ils beirg made in 
localities distant from the 
situs 
of 
the 
property. 
7. VS inch pre crihe tnn mode and manner 
of the assessment, and the rules of proced­ 
ure and evidence; and 
8. Which allow deductions for indebted­ 
ness secured by morfg ge or other liens. 


MUST ASCERTAIN THE LIMIT OF POWER 
Sectiou 10 of Article X III. c-f the State 
Consritnti n contains a full grant of powerR, 
It is what the lawyers call self-executing. 
If 
th at eeclion be legal and valid, the power of 
the State Board under it and the limitations 
of th at power m ust bo ascertained by an ex- 
ainii ati n of the secti n itself, for it is not 
within the rightful authority of the Begi - 
laffire 
to 
take 
away 
any 
part 
of 
the 
power 
conferred 
by 
the i on-t t :• 
tional provisions. 
Starting with this prupo-.i 
tion—which cannot be disputed—it is mani­ 
fest that, if these provisions be valid, then 
that railroad property operated in more than 
one c nrnty can be as etsed at any time or 
place which the Board may, in its pleasure, 
elect to meet, w ithont notice of any kind to 
pe-sons to be affected by its action ; it may 
assess the roads at $100,000 per mile, or it 
may assess them at one dollar per mile, 
and its action being final and o inclusive, 
neither the 
railroad 
companies 
on 
the 
one hand, even if the power is 


EXERCISED TO THE EXTENT OF CONFISCATION, 
Nor the people on the other hand, if the 
B ard became corrupt and should assess the 
property at $1 per mile, could obtain any re­ 
lief, 
The power of this Board nnder the 
Constitution was strongly but accurately 
stated by the A ttorney-General of this State, 
in his brief filed in the Supreme Court, iu 
theciso i f the San Francisco and N orth Pa­ 
cific Kailroad Company vs. the The State 
Board of Equalization. 
Said the learned 
Attorney General : 
“ There is nothing in the 
Constitution or statutes requiring such notice 
—a notice of soma kind to the property-owner 
btf ire his liability is fixed—or pointing out 
specifically the manner to be pursued bv the 
Board in making assessments and fixing 
valuation». 
This being so, it may adopt snch 
a mode of procedure as appears to it suitable 
and proper. 
If the Board has adopted no 
general rules applicable to all cases, then 
whatever manner was adopted by the Board 
in making the particular assessment com­ 
plained of became the rule of this case. 
The 


Board have authority to m ake rules for its 
own governm ent; can change such rules as 
often as it sees f i t ; can adopt a new rule for 
each casa which comes before the B 'ard, if 
it desires so to do.” 
In other words, the will 
of this Board, without regard to the forms in 
which th at will is expressed, w ithout regard 
to the evidence ty which it arrives at its con- 
clu-inn, w ithout regard to the place or time 
at which it acts, is the law of the la r d ; 


IT P0SSES3ES SUPREME AND ABSOLUTE POWER 
Over all the property under its jurisdiction. 
I t may virtually exempt such property from 
taxation, or under the pretense of taxation it 
may confiscate it. 
W e m sintain th at euch a 
power vested in any tribunal is incompatible 
with the existence of republican institutions, 
and th at its exercise would be subversive of 
the principles which underlie our form of 
government. 
We assert withont fear of suc­ 
cessful contradiction th at from the tim e cf 
the establishm ent by 
Jam es II. t f the 
“ H igh Commission” to tbe time cl the crea­ 
tion of the B -ard cf Equalization in Cali­ 
fornia, no tribunal has existed cither iu Eng­ 
land or America whicheven claimed the richt 
to deal with life, liberty or property, subject 
to no rules except those of i’s own pleasure. 
N early two centuries have elapsed since the 
power to deprive a person of property except 
in accordance with the general laws of the 
land, has been asserted iu any country where 
the English language is spoken. 
I t is true 
th a t in some Stales laws exist for the ascer­ 
taining of 


THE VALUE OF RAILROAD PROPERTY 
By tribunals differently constituted from the 
tribunals which ascertain the value of other 
property, but such tribunals have jurisdiction 
over all railroad property. 
They m ust pro­ 
ceed upon notice ; the m anner of their pro­ 
cer ding is regulated by laws analogous to the 
laws governing other tribunals exercising like 
powers ; laws which throw around tueb prop­ 
erty every protection which the laws of the 
land give to property in general. I t is against 
this system, under a claim to the protection 
of general laws, th at the railroad company has 
taken its stand. 
I t relies for its justification 
upon the rightfuloesBof its cause,upon decisions 
of;the Oourti which will be pronounced when 
the case shall be heard upon its merits, and 
upon the enlightened judgment of a people 
jealous of those rights which government was 
ordained to protect and preserve. 


MONEY TENIIESED. 
The railroad company seeks in this m at­ 
ter to \i. lito no obligation which it owes to 
ti e public 
In the performance of the great 
office which it has taken upon itself, to pro­ 
tect the property of its shareholders—whose 
trustee it is against tbe exercise of unlawful 
power—it has kept itself clear of the mere 
question of dollars ai d cents by tendering to 
every county more than once a tax in excess 
of th at paid by other citizens of tbe same 
county upon their property. 
N or will the 
company stop at this, but in each case which 
has been or shall b9 brought against it, it will 
for a like purpose waive ali question of the 
legality of the tax, and agree th a t a judgm ent 
may go against it for a tax upon a valuation 
•higher tb«n was ever affixed to such property 
in the U nited States. 
I t does this iu the 
consciousness th at the chas to which you 
refer is ¡banding anxiously by seeking to 
make political capital out i f any falso step 
th at the comp -ny might make iu the prem­ 
ises. 
It dors this iu discharge of 


EPUITAIILE OBLIGATIONS, 
Although there be no law to compel their 
performance. 
I t has paid to San Diego 
county S25.000, not because it has been as­ 
sessed, bat because, if assessed, there would 
be th at much due to the county. 
The Di­ 
rectors of the company never will until they 
hove the judgm ent of the higheot tribunal in 
the land, allow oue dollar of the property of 
the stockholders, whose trustees they are, to 
be taken from its treasury in violation of tbe 
fundamental laws of the lntd. They will pay 
to the counties, even if the company be suc­ 
cessful in this litigation, a tax for the la-1 
two fiscal years, wiiich, beyond all question, 
will exceed the am ount legally chargeable 
against them. 
Its D irect as eporeciate the 
value of an enlightened public opinion to aid 
them in the discharge < f onerous duties, and 
none more than th e v f e l the importance of 
beiog riant. To th ' end th at such aid may be 
secured against the erbitrary power con- 
f rred upon this State Board of Equalization 
the railroad company i m s into ¡luí Courts 
of the country and interposes as a shield be­ 
tween ill ) property of its stockholders and 
the assaul's of arbitr ty power. 


THE FEDERAL CONSTITUTION DEPENDED ON. 
The provisions of ?ec i u 1 of the Four­ 
teenth A iuerdm ent to th* 
Federal Con­ 
stitution declares ’.hat, “ No Sta-.e shall 
make os enforce any law which shall abridge 
the nrivileges or immunities of citizens of 
the U nited Sta'es, nor shall any State de­ 
prive any peison of life, liberty or property 
w ithout due process of law, uor deny to any 
perrou within its jurisdiction the equal pro­ 
tection of the law.” 
This may be summed up in a singlo sen­ 
tence : “ The equality of all, whether rich or 
poor, high or low, before the law .” 
Nor 
fhall any State deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property w ithout due procees of 
law. 
Such is the language of the amend­ 
ment, and it applies to the action ot the 
Stats, whether the State speaks through her 
legislative assembly or through her people in 
their original capacity; whether through Acts 
of the Legislature or by the voice cf consti­ 
tutional enactments. The principle embedied 
in the rlnu>e quoted, says Mr. Justice M c­ 
Kee, “ Underlies all forms of government by 
law. 
* 
* 
* 
Toe Legislature (the State) 
has no power to take away a m an’s property, 
nor can it authorize its agents to do so, w ith­ 
out first providing for personal notice to be 
given to him, and for a full opportunity of 
time, place and tribunal. 


TO BE HEARD IN DI PENSE 
Of his lights. 
This constitution-.! guaranty 
is not c-uifined to judicial pr ceed'ngs, but 
extends to every ca-o in which it citizen may 
be deprived of lift', 'ii.frty or property, 
w hether the proceedings be judicial, adminis­ 
trative, or executive iu its nature.” 
And 
Mr. Justice M-.Kim.try iu the same case 
(Mulligan vs. Sm ith) holds that a n y system 
of taxa .ion which does cut provide for notice 
or process, by rnfnns of v-hich the property 
o v :era are to be subjected to the judgment 
of the tribunal which fixes the tax or assess- 
m -nt, is v, id. 
Says Earl, Justice, in top well reasoned 
c a n of S tu -rtv :’. Palmer (71 X. V, 191): 
It is difficult to define with precision the exact 
m eaning and t cope of the phrase, “ due process of 
law .” Anv definition which conl i r>e given would 
prohatdy fail to comprehei d nil the cases to which 
it would rp 'Iy. 
1 
is probably wiser, as recently 
stated by Ur. Justice ilill r, of th e Unit d st-.tcs 
Supreme Court, to leave the meaning to he evolved 
“ by the gradual pr.*c ss of judicial inclusion and 
exclusion, as the case presentid for decision shall 
require, with the fca-oniug on which such decis­ 
ions shad be founded.’’ 
(Davidson vs. Hoard of 
A dm inistrators of New O,-leans, 17 Albany Law 
Journal, 2 3.) It may, however, he stab d generally 
that due process of law requires an orderly pro- 
C ’eding adapted t > the nature of the case in which 
the ci'izen has an opportunity to be heard, ai d to 
defend, enforce and protect his rights. 
A hearing, 
or an opportunity to he heard, is absolutely essen­ 
tial. 
We ca’itiol conceive of d u j process of law 
w ithout this. 
The learneii Judge, continuing, says : 
In Ireland vs. City ot R ochester(M IUrb., 4H), 
Judge James C. Sm ith, speaking of the imposition 
of a-a-samcnt*. says :

OPPORTUNITY TO BE HEARD. 
JuJge Earl, in tbe strae opinion, quotes 
with approval from Judge Cooly the following: 
W'e should say th at notice of proceedings In such 
costs, stiu an opportunity for a hearing of aome 
dearriptioo, were m atters of constitutional rg iit. 
It has been cuvtomary to provide for them as a part 
of w Jiat is due proct ss ■ f law for these eases, and it 
is not to he assumed th at c >n-titu:ional provisions 
carefully framed f r the protection of property, 
were intended, or could be construed to Hvnctiui! 
legi.iation under which officer» m ightsecretlv assess 
one for any am ount in their di-crition. without 
giving him an opportunity to contest the justice of 
the assessment. 
Judge E arl concludes his opinion upon this 
topic with the following significant language: 
It is not enough th at the ow nrrs may ky- chance 
have notice, or th at they as m atter of favor have a 
hearing. 
The law m ust require notice to them and 
give them a right to a hearing and an Opportunity 
to bo heard. 
It matter» not upon the question of 
th e constitutionality of such slaw th at the atss-s 
m ent has. In fact, heen fairly apportioned. 
The 
constitutional validity of the law Is to he to-ted, not 
by what has been done under it, but by what may 
by it* authority he done. 
The case of Stew art vs. Palmer, from whioh 


I have quoted at length, was decided bv the 
Court of Appeals of the State of New York, 
but it is authority in this State, having I een 
approved by the Supreme Court of Califor­ 
nia in the case of M ulligan vs. Sm ith, lately 
decided. 
N er shall any State " deny to any person 
w ithin its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws.” This, too, is tfie declaration of 
the Fourteenth Amendment. 
This amend­ 
m ent is 
THE SUPREME LAW OF THE LAND, 
A nything in the Constiution or laws of any 
State to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Iu 
construing Constitutions we are not confined 
to narrow or technical rules of law. 
The 
greatest constitutional lawyers cf this coun­ 
try have beeD tho^e who, possessing but mod­ 
erate knowledge of the technical learning of 
1 he 
law. 
have 
brought to 
the consid­ 
eration of the subject a thorough knowledge 
of the object ar.d purposes of rightful govern­ 
ments, and who, with broad and enlightened 
minds, have applied strong common-sense 
rules In the interpretation of fundamental 
laws. 
THE PEOPLE ABLE TO GRASP THE SUBJECT 
The American people, by reason of their 
participation iu the fffairs of G vernment, 
are able to gresp and ccm prebtnd a cor eti u 
tional questiou. I t has not been uufrrquentiy 
the case that tbo educated mas-es arrive at a 
Correct solution of such qntstions in advance 
cf the mass of the legal proftsvion. 
Notably 
so was this the case upon the greatest consti­ 
tutional question ever raised—namely, of the 
relations of the Federal and State Govern­ 
ments to each other, and of the relation of the 
people of the Union to each. 
Upon these 
questions lawyers and Judges differed from 
the beginning, and after years of discussion 
were ns far apart a3 ever. 
Y et the people 
seized upon these questions in the supreme 
moment, and determined them with such ac 
curacy th at now no one questions the justice 
and wisdom of th at determination. 
Hence 
it is th a t such questions may always be ad­ 
dressed with prcpri ty to the people, and 
hence it is th at the railroad company may 
securely rest upon its proper action in law ­ 
fully resisting 
A VIOLATION OF THE FEDERAL CONSTITUTION. 
Hence it is th at it may in confidence look be­ 
yond the m i.representations and m i-'appre­ 
hensions of tbe hour to the time when the 
sound and ja3t judgm ent of the people will 
approve and vindicate its action. 
I think you may be arsurtd th at there is 
not an intelligent citizen of your countv but 
who, upon reflection, will say, “ The railroad 
company has within th at county b a“n denied 
the equal protection of the law.” U nder tbe 
laws the property of every person in that 
county found protection against any unjust 
action of the A-sessor in an appeal to the lo­ 
cal Board of Equalization. 
This protection 
was denied to the railroad company. 
The 
railroad property, under the special system 
established, is tsxed to support the county 
government, but is denied the protection of 
that government. 
SUPPOSE THE CASE YOUR OWN. 
To illustrate and to bring it home to you 
and to your people : Lot us suppose the Con­ 
stitution had established, as ic has, a genera! 
system of tsxition, and then had provided 
th at every tract of land within the county of 
Colusa should be assessed, not under the gen­ 
eral system, but by a State B iard, thn mem­ 
bers of which Board were elected for four 
years, and from distant parts of the State ; 
that such assessment m ight be mace withont 
aotice— without regard to any rules of pro­ 
cedure or evidence, and under no law, save 
the will and pleasure of the Board ; th at from 
such assessment there should bo no appeal. 
Suppose this case—apply it to yourself—and 
then you have the case of the railroad 
company. 
L et me ask, if the supposed case 
existed, whether tte re is a single man in your 
county who would willingly subm it to such 
a system ? 
I do not think so, and will go 
further and say if ho ci-1 he would be un­ 
worthy to be a citizen of this country. 


THE CLAIM OF THE RAILROAD COMPANY 
Here presented may be put in a single sen­ 
t nee : I t claims tk,9 right, when its property 
is assessed for county purposes, to receive the 
benetit and protection which the county gov­ 
ernm ent affords to every other person within 
its limits. 
It claims the right to have its 
property valued, for the purposes of taxation, 
under the same inles of evi ‘enc? and by the 
same modes of procedure which are appiied 
to the valuation of other prop.rty. 
Of the 
Fourteenth Amendment, says J u Le Field, 
in the Arirginia ju ry cases, “ I t assures to 
every one the same rules of evidence and 
modes of procedure.” 
Commenting npon this 
in. and unon 
ths caje cf the People v-q W eaver (10 Otto, p. 
539), Mr. John Norton Pomeroy, Professor ■ f 
Law in the Hastings La.v D epartm ent of the 
University of California, and one of the most 
learned m3n in his proftssion 9„ys : 
“ Upon 
the same principle a ¡átate law sanctioning 
the imposition of unequal burdens iru-it fail 
before the constitutional amendm ent.” 


NO SNAP JUDGMENT—A FULL EXPLANATION. 
Now, Mr. Editor, before concluding, I 
wish to refer to an article appearing in the 
local columns of your paper, headed “ Snap 
Judgm ent.” 
In it I tniuk you entirely mis­ 
apprehend the facts. 
For more than one 
year last past the railroad company has been 
trying to get this m atter before the Courts of 
the country upon its m erits ; over a year ago 
it commencjd proceedings in the United 
States C o u rt; an objection was taken to the 
form of the action by the parties representing 
the people. 
T hat objection was sustained, 
Iu every proceeding bad since, the attorneys 
representing the people have refused to meet 
the case upon its merits, but have objected to 
the form of tiie action. 
W hen the time came th at the proper’y 
m ight be sold by the Tax Collectors, proceed­ 
ings w eie in-tituted in the Superior Court of 
San Francisco against the Tax Collector of 
each county, to er.j 'iu the stle. 
B ut la each 
case, as you will see by the complaint on file 
in your Superior Court, it was averred that 
the piaintitf in those actions, " while then 
and now denying all liability upon said pre­ 
tended assessment, and claiming th at all the 
pr- ceejings had iu relation thereto were 


IN VIOLATION OF LAW AND THE RIGHTS OF 
THIS PLAINTIFF, 
Did tender and offer to the said defendant— 
the Tax Collector—the sum cf (this blank in 
each case was filled by an amount iqual to GO 
per cent.), in U nited States gold coin, in pay­ 
m ent of the taxes which would be due upon 
said property if it had been a se-sed iu the 
manner provided by law (“hat is, bv the gen­ 
eral law), and that the sai 1 plaintiff then was 
and ever since has been and still is ready and 
willing to pay the same. 
T hat the amount 
so tendered was and ia ia excess of the fu'l 
amount of said State, county, township and 
district tax i« which would be due up >u Faid 
property if it had been assessed as provided 
by law, and is and was iu every respect in 
c-xct RS of the full amount which the defend­ 
ant in th )t event would have been entitled to 
riciive for such taxes, and plaintiff now 
bricg-i tbe said sum of (stotirg the amount ia 
each case in accordance with the facts, and in 
your county for the year 1881 at $5,152 72) 
into Court and offers the same to defendant, 
and if refused by defendant, subjects the said 
sum to such orders or judgments as the Court 
may make in the premises,” 


MONEY OUGHT TO HAVE BEEN ACCEPTED. 
Now I subm it to you. and to alt candid 
men, if it would not have been the rightful 
policy of the parties representing the State 
to accept this money, have the Court make 
an order—which Judge W ay.nire will tell 
you ha was rea ly to make, and to which we 
had no o’ jections—th at plaintiff pay this 
sum into the county treasuries, and then to 
have m et the caee as to the balance upon its 
merits, and havo the question determined 
free from all embarrassment as to the eum 
already paid. 
For some reason, which I 
have never been able to comprehend, the a t­ 
torneys representing the State refused to act 
upon this order, but moved to dissolve the 
injunctions, taking objection to toe form of 
action, which obj-.ction Judge W aym ire sus­ 
tained. 
And here, let me say, a serious mis­ 
apprehension exists as to 


WHAT JUDGE WATMIRE'fl DECISION WAS. 
Judge W aym ire’s opinion is published in 
full in the San Francisco Ch ron ich of March 
12th, on the fifth page. 
In th at Judge W ay­ 
mire says th at “ tbe complaint not only fails 
to show a clear case for equitable relief, but 
it shows a clear case where no equitable relief 
is necessary.” 
In other words, Judge W ay­ 
mire holds th at upon the adm itted ¡acts the 
tax was illegal and void upon its face ; that 
a sale for such tax would not cloud the title 
to the property, and equity had no jurisdic 
tion, there being an ample remedy in law. 
W ith Jndge W aymire I do not agree. 
I be­ 
lieved when I file! the complaints, and still 
believe, th at under the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court of this State in the cassof Por­ 
ter vs. Pico (55 Cal., p. 1G5) a party owning 
property had a right to enjoin a sale, even 
though the process under which thecfficer 
sold the pronortv was void up in its lace. 
In 
Porter vs. Picc (55 I California Reports, page 
1G5) it ia clearly held th at an injunction will 
be to restrain a sale by a public officer, 
although the 
authority under which the 
officer acts is 


VOID UPON ITS PACK, 
And tbe sale would therefore be ineffectual 


to pass the title to the purchaser. 
This de­ 
cision went upon the grounds th at although 
tbe sale would be ineffectual to pass the title, 
yet it would be sufficient to cast a doubt upon 
the validity of the title, and th at the owner, 
wss entitled to an injunction to prevent the 
injury caui^d by such doubt. 
Tbis seems to 
be a common-sense view of the m atter, and 
it is the view taken by our Supreme Court. 
B ut the very moment Judge \Y aymire made 
this decision, the remedy, if his decision was 
correct, was clear. 
U nder a law passed U st 
winter, the w rit of prohibition as to Superior 
Courts wss enlarged so as to run against ex­ 
ecutive and ministerial officers exceeding their 
jurisdiction. 
The revenue laws provide that 
if there is any illegality in a tax, the Tax 
Collector shall no’ se ll; therefore, if we as­ 
sume th at Judge W aym ire was correct, and 
th at the tax was illegal and void, our remedy 
was not by injunction, but waB by prohibi­ 
tion. 
FURTHER FXPLANATION. 
Now, c -ming to the m atter cf which you 
speak under the head of “ Snap Judgm ent,” 
I permitted, without 
question, the case 
against Colusa county to be transferred to 
that c. uafy, suppcsicg that uo motion would 
be made or heard to dissolve the injunction 
without notice, in ths full belief th at if I 
could pre-eut the m atter fairly to Judge 
Blanchard, he would either sustain the in ­ 
junction, or if he arrived a t the conclusion 
that Judge W aym ire did, he would neces­ 
sarily issue tbe w rit of prohibition. 
The mo­ 
tion was made, as I have the advice, on Mon­ 
day, to dissolve th at injunction ; at 9:30 
o’clock on W ednesday I first heard by letter 
then received from Colusa, th at a motion had 
been made to dissolve the injunction; th at 
it would probably be granted on Wednesday 
morning. 
1 immediately proceeded to obtain 
a writ of prohibition and to have it tele­ 
graphed to Colusa for service. 
U nder Judge 
W aymire’s decision no Judge who accepted it 
could refuse to grant a writ of prohibition. 
T hat writ was telegraphed to G'olusa. and 
served some time in the afternoon of W ed­ 
n esd a y -ju st as soon as it could be don9. 
A t 
the fame time I telegraphed Judge Blanchard, 
hoping th at the telegram would reach him 
before he had m ad; the decision, that we 
should like to be hesrd upon th at notion. 
The next telegram I received from Colusa was 
th at the injunction was dissolved. 
Shortly 
after this I received another dispatch saying 
th at the Judge had set asids the order, and 
had set the esse for hearing for the next 
evening. 
Soon after this I received a dis­ 
patch from the Judge himself, sa y ir^ th a t it 
would ba of no me for me to com e^K less 1 
wanted to move for another it junction ; I 
took this as au intim ation th a t the Judge’s 
mind was 
FIXED AGAINST US. 
B ut I nevertheless endeavored to get to 
Colusa. 
T hat being impossible, by to’egrapb, 
I notified Mr. Goad, the regular attorney for 
the railroad company, aud also retained"M r. 
M att. F. Johnson, one of the ablest li ivyers 
of his age in N orthern California, to argüe 
the case befi re Judge Blauchford.^and ent a 
written argum ent to be presented 
0 the 
Judge. 
Tnere was no necessity for an ■ snap 
judgment. 
The writ of prohibition hm been 
sent and served long before the specis mes­ 
senger went tc Colusa. 
T hat special n essen- 
g*r was sent to consult with the l-.wyer upou 
the other side, and to say to them that we 
would accede to any steps which they deemed 
necessary to be taken to present the question 
to the Courts npnn its merits. 
I rogret exceedingly the publication of the 
article in question, and I ndw give yen per­ 
mission to call at the telegraph office_ rad to 
read every dispatch sent from Colusa To me, 
•or by me from this place, relativo to the sub­ 
ject.

tic fits. 
No othqr reason could be given, as 
his financial i ffiirs are said to he in a most 
prosperous condition. 
V anderbilt esins to 
the Gleuh.xm Hotel two weeks ago last F ri­ 
day from Florida, where h > had been spend 
ing several weeks. He had previously visited 
the H ot Springs of Arkansas {■ r the benefit 
of his health, which for the past year had 
been very poor. 
He was accompanied by his 
friend aud traveling eouipani. n, Georee Terry, 
of thiscby, who has been with him continually 
for many years in his j mrneyiug and at his 
home. 
Vanderbilt’s condition was such that 
sssietance was likely to he needed at any 
moment, when ho might be taken with his 
epileptic fits, and for this reason a companion 
wo8 indispensable. 
They engaged a suit of 
rooms on the fifth fl mr of the hotel, which 
is the one V anderbilt alwr.ys patronized 
when in the city. 
V anderbilt occupied one 
room alone. 
He was in his room much of 
the time, and has been out but seldom since 
his arrival here. 
This morning he felt more 
unwell than usual, aud did net leave his bed. 
Mr. Terry was in the room during the greater 
part of tl:e morning, attending to the sick 
man’s wants, but noticed nothing unusual in 
his actions or appearance, as hs seemed to be 
in perfectly Bound mind. Ju st before 1 o’clock 
lie left the room for the adjoining apartment, 
which he occupied, to attend to some private 
affairs, leaving V anderbilt, as he supposed, 
sleeping. 
He bad been out about nn hour, 
and had closed the door between the two 
apartments, for fear of di-turoing the sleeper. 
Meanwhile he had heard no sound. 
Sud­ 
denly he was startled by the loud report of a 
pistol coming from the adjoining room. H ast­ 
ily jumping up he iu-hed to the door, and 
o:>ening it was horrified to see Vanderbilt 
struggling apparently iu the agonies of death 
In his right temple was nn ugly buffet 
wound, from which blood ¡lowly oczed. 
He 
still clasped in his outstretched hand a email 
seven-chambered revolver, one of the barrels 
of which had been discharged 
Terry iden­ 
tified the pistol as one which V anderbilt had 
been in the habit of carrying for severs! 
years. 
Shortly after the struggles cf the 
wounded man ceased, and the only evidence 
th at life was not extinct was his slow and la­ 
bored breathing. 
The family physician 1 f 
Vanderbilt, when he arrived, pronounced the 
wound fatal, and said there was Dot the 
slightest hope of saving his life.

V anderbilt 
never spoke after he fired the shot.

while messengers were sent for bis friends 
and tsiniiy.

TEE CITY DEBT. 
An attempt is being made to secure 
some better arrangement of the city debt, 
by refunding or other method?. This is 
a desirable end to seek, and if pursued with 
the requisite prudence and judgment, it 
may be satisfactorily accomplished. Hut it 
is necessary to point out to the committee 
which has taken the business in hand, that 
unless it can command a circumspect 
handling of the subject, its labors will 
prove abortive. When a proceeding of this 
kind is entered upon, it is not best intro­ 
duced by a flourish of trumpets. Public 
statements obviously intended to convey 
certain impressions to the creditors of the 
c ty are worse than useless at such a junc. 
ture. The creditors of the city are busi­ 
ness meD, and by no means to be caught 
with chatf. 
Moreover, it is simply ruin­ 
ous to any such negotiations to have them 
advertised and discussed in the news­ 
papers, and made the common topic of con­ 
versation. At the beginning of this affair 
the committee of citizens above referred 
to appeared to realize this fully, and 
a 
stipulation 
was 
made 
to 
the 
effect 
that 
all 
further 
public 
discussion of the question should be sus 
pended. This stipulation has not been 
faithfully adhered to, and tho consequence 
is that the success of the whole project is 
imperiled. There are always some people 
in a community who seem incapable of 
keeping their mouths shut, no matter 
what the importance of silence may be. 
They must blurt out what they know, if 
for nothing else to show that they know 
it. Now if the committee cannot defend 
itself against this kind of leaky vessels, 
they may as well abandon the undertaking 
they have engaged in, for they will assur­ 
edly never be able to carry it out. The 
only result of such unseasonable discussion 
as has appeared recently can be to “ give 
“ away ” the whole business, and to appre­ 
ciate the securities which it is desired to 
obtain possession of as cheaply as possible.

TEE RAILROAD TAX CASES. 
> - 
i , . . 
We print this morning a letter, written by 
Mr. Creed Raymond, associate counsel for 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company, ex­ 
plaining the position of that corporation 
on the tax question. Mr. Haymond has 
in this statement demonstrated tbe strength 
of the railroad company’s case so com­ 
pletely that no oandid reader can escape 
the conviction of the soundness and jus­ 
tice of the resistance offered to ths methods 
of taxation which the Constitution applies 
in this connection. It is in fact made per­ 
fectly clear that the framers of the new 
Constitution, in directing the State Board 
of Equalization to assess the property of 
railroads which passed through more than 
one county in a different way from that 
applied to all other property, and in de­ 
priving the corporations of the opportunity 
to be heard in their own behalf, and in 
denying them any appeal from the arbi­ 
trary and discriminating proceedings of the 
Board, did beyond question violate the plain 
provisions of the Fourteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, 
and did erect and establish a tribunil by 
and through which citizens were to be de­ 
prived of due process of law. That the 
provisions of the State Constitution in re­ 
gard to railway taxation separate the 
owners of railroad property out from all 
other property owners, apply to them 
special aud discriminating methods of as­ 
sessment, and deprive them of that re­ 
course which the Federal Constitution 
guarantees to the meanest citizen, is, upon 
the showing here made, incontrovertible. 
Whoever, therefore, asserts that the rail­ 
road company ought to have submitted to 
this manifest injustice, to this high-handed 
oppression, as it must be fairly character­ 
ized, alleges that it is the duty of the citi­ 
zen to allow his most sacred rights to be 
abolished and withdrawn, and to decline 
to avail himself of the solemn pledge of 
equal and exact justice which the national 
Constitution extends to every American 
citizeD. 
Those who have blamed the corporation 
for its position in regard to these taxes 
have, as we have before pointed out, 
formed their conclusions without sufficient 
information. There is no citizen, however 
prejudiced against railroads, however will­ 
ing to believe evil of them, but must, upon 
the strength of the very principles which 
he believes justify his antagonism in that 
direction, admit that to have resisted this 
injustice was jot only a right but a duty. 
For it is plain that the admission of the 
right of the State to override the Federal 
Constitution f)r the purpose of discrimin­ 
ating against li particular class of property- 
owners, would inevitably lead to the 
extension of similar usurpations, and that 
no bounds cotld be set to the proeess of 
oppression and, confiscation if a precedent 
for its perpetration were once created. 
Nor is it less apparent that in this case the 
cause of the railroad is the cause of the 
American people. For it is impossible for 
them to allovr the least violation of that 
principle of equality of rights which is the 
very fcundatiim-stone of their liberties. 
And however blind prej adice may tempt 
men to view with apathy the unjust treat­ 
ment of those whom they dislike, the in­ 
herent instincts of freemen must warn 
every intelligent citizen against the tolera­ 
tion of abuse* which, if once admitted, 
may at any time be turned against the pub­ 
lic which neglacted to oppose their intro­ 
duction. 
The claims of tbe railroad company are 
simple, aud perfectly equitable. They ask 
no exemption from the common burdens. 
They do not seek to evade the payment of 
their taxes. On tho contrary, in every 
one of these cases they have offered to 
pay over an amount in excess of what 
would be a just valuation, if their prop­ 
erty had been assessed in the same manner 
as all other property. All that they de­ 
mand is that they shall be treated on the 
same basis as all other citizens ; that they 
shall not be made the objects and victims 
of a Star Chamber process the like of which 
has never before been seen or heard of in 
American governmental institutions ; that’ 
they shall ba given the opportunity to be 
heard in their own behalf ; that they ehall 
not, in short, be tied hand and foot, gagged 
and muzzled, and delivered over helpless 
to a Board which has the power to confis­ 
cate their property, and from the decrees 
of which they cannot appeal. And this is 
a perfectly just, and right, and necessary 
requirement, and whoever denies that as­ 
sertion proclaims his desire to do injustice, 
to deny equality of right to hit fellow 
citizens, to break down and trample upon 
the safeguards and guarantees which alone 
secure to all the people of this country 
“ life, liberty, and the pursuit of bappi- 
“ ness.” 
The clamor which has been raised in 
some of the counties where the Supervisors 
have compromised on sixty per cent, of the 
railroad taxes, shows how very imperfectly 
the facts are as yet understood. For it 
would be impossible for those who are thus 
complaining to continue in that course did 
they realize that the assessment whose full 
collection they insist upon was made ille­ 
gally and unconstitutionally ; that it was 
made upon a basis of deliberate injustice ; 
that it represented a valuation altogether 
out of proportion to the actual worth of 
the property ; and that it was in the nature 
rather of a confiscation than of a rational 
and equitable assessment. The truth is 
that the sixty per cent, offered by the rail­ 
road is in all cases more than they would 
have had to pay if assessed equitably, ard 
that therefore those who persist in claim­ 
ing the full amount of the assessment put 
themselves in the attitude of indorsing an 
abuse which no individual and no commu­ 
nity would endure for a moment. 
The railroad in this matter has taken 
the only course which was open to it, and 
instead of being condemned it ought to be 
applauded by the people of California. 
There is we believe and trust no man or 
class of men so mean or so abject as to 
submit to such injurious discrimination 
as the new Constitution undertakes to es­ 
tablish against tho railroad. 
There is 
no man so wanting in intelligence as to 
surrender his right to equal justice, 
while the Federal Constitution stands 
and continuas to assure to him its pro­ 
tection and vindication. But this is all 
that the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
has done, and it has a right to fair play 
and intelligent criticism at the hands of 
the community. We do not hesitate to 
assert our belief that its position is im­ 
pregnable, an 1 those who take an opposite 
view will be under the necessity of per­ 
forming two equally impossible facts ; 
they must first show that the new Con­ 
stitution does not deprive the railroad of 
its rights in the matter of taxation, and 
they must next show that the Fourteenth 
Amendment docs not prohibit such a de­ 
privation of rights by any authority what­ 
ever. 
And if they cannot demonstrate 
these two things, they must admit that 
the causs of the railroad in the tax cases 
is the cause of justice and equity.

THE KC2ARRAHSN FRAUD. 
The ARa exposes the “ true inward- 
“ ness ” of the McGarrahan claim, which 
has just been favorably reported by the 
House Committee on Claims. It appears 
that the impudent projector of this moat 
outrageous imposture, having been kicked 
out of all the Courts in the land, and hav­ 
ing been treated in the same way by a suc­ 
cession of Congresses, has adopted the plan 
of enlarging his claim so as to furnish a 
sufficient fend for corruption. To this end 
he has modestly proposed that as Congress 
cannot give him the original Gomez Grant 
upon which his bogus claim is based, it 
shall give him an amount of land propor­ 
tioned to the present value of tho entire 
grant, including the past, present and pros­ 
pective value of the New Idria quicksilver 
mines. On this liberal estimate he calcu­ 
lates that he would be entitled to some 
S. 300,000 acres of public land, which he is 
willing to take wherever he can get it. The 
Alta thinks that scrip for such land could 
be Bold for §20 an acre, but we think that 
too high. 
At that rate his claim would 
be worth §175,000.000. 
If, however, 
we estimate the market value of the scrip 
at only §5 an acre, which is certainly low 
enough, the claim would be worth nearly 
§45,000,000, and it is evident that this 
would provide an abundance of scrip 
wherewith to facilitate the perpetration of 
the colossal fraud. The issue of scrip by 
McGarrahan has indeed been tried before, 
but never on so extensive a scale. It is 
evident that as his case becomes more diffi­ 
cult he has resolved upon enlarging the 
claim, upon the military principle that an 
invading army should compel the country 
to subsist it. The case, however, is so 
notoriously fraudulent; it has been so de­ 
clared by so many Courts ; it possesses so 
infamous a record ; that if Congressmen 
are found base and venal enough to con­ 
tinue it, they cannot hope to conceal their 
scoundrelism for a moment. It is so infa­ 
mous a case, and so thoroughly exploded 
and determined, as regard all the positions 
of the claimant, that no man can now un­ 
dertake to indorse it without thereby con­ 
fessing and announcing himself a villain. 
There is no possibility of any new light 
arising in the premises, and the plan now 
adopted by the audacious projector clearly 
shows that he has no hope whatever from 
the Courts, but that he calculates upon 
deliberately bribing and buying his way 
through Congress. __\Ve have here a case 
in which an original grant of 16,000 acres 
of land has been swelled to 8,500,000 acres 
by tho most intrepid and superlative 
effrontery. But notwithstanding the phe­ 
nomenal perseverance aud assurance of 
McGarrahan, no Congress can afford to 
take up his gigantic fraud, and pass it. 
Such a crime against the country would 
necessarily and deeervedly damn the party 
that was responsible for it, and secure the 
political death and laBtiDg infamy of every 
individual engaged in the outrage. Even 
as it is, the record of the men who have re­ 
ported favorably on the monstrous claim 
will have to be examined sharply, for it is 
certain that no justification of their course 
can by any possibility be alleged. That 
they have been tempted by McGarrahan, 
and that they have yielded, is the only 
conclusion which can be reached by those 
who are acquainted with the history of the 
case, and who know what a lartfaeed im­ 
posture it is. 
, 
— 
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ANOTHER DEAD MAN IN T2E PILLOEY. 
And now General Itosccrans has put an­ 
other dead man in the pillory. This time 
it is Secretary Stanton, who is charged 
with having lied in asserting that Rose- 
crans sent him a dispatch during the battle 
of Chickamauga, to the effect that be had 
been whipped and his army routed. As, 
however, it is General Steedman who as­ 
serts that Stanton showed him this dis­ 
patch, and as General Rcsecrana does not 
appear to speak as fieely of live men as of 
dead men, we must not bo surprised to find 
that all the blame is thrown on Stanton. 
Some people would have reflected that pos­ 
sibly General Steedman might have forgot­ 
ten the facts, or that possibly ho might 
have purposely misrepresented them. But 
Rosecrans at once takes it for granted that 
Steedman told the truth, and so he charges 
Stanton, not only with misrepresentation, 
but with forgery. He says that he never 
sent such a dispatch. But he can scarcely 
mean that he sent no dispatch concerning 
the result of the firgt day’s fighting. Or if 
he does not mean that, he has yet to ex­ 
plain why he hurried to Chattanooga, leav­ 
ing General Thomas fully engaged with the 
enemy. Bat perhaps history will have to 
be rewritten. Perhaps he really never left 
tho field of battle at all. Perhaps he did 
not withdraw his troops and throw the 
brant of the battle on Thomas. Perhaps 
he did not act in such a way as to make it 
clear that he believed himself to be badly 
whipped. 
Stanton, however, has some 
friends left, and we do not doubt that they 
wiil come to the defense of his memory 
against this fierce assault from a soldier 
who seems to have so strango a ptnrhant 
for attacking the dead, but who was so 
sadly unsuccessful in his advances npon the 
living. 


MURDER IN SAN FRAI.CISCO. 
The San Francisco Call had an article 
tho other day showing the number of 
executions for mnrder which have taken 
place in that city since it was founded. 
The exhibit was startling. It appears that 
there have been no more than sixteen mur­ 
derers hanged in thirty years, while there 
have been one hundred and fifty-seven 
murders committed during the same 
period, of course exclusive of the many 
cases in which murders have been suspect­ 
ed but never proved. As another murder 
was committed in San Francisco on Satur­ 
day night, and as tho homicidal tendency 
appears to be rather on the increase gener­ 
ally, the Call'* list of unhanged assassins 
must be comforting to the class w’.o carry 
and use knives and pistols.' A number of 
murderers have been sent to San Quentin, 
for longer or shorter terms, bat as most of 
them have been pardoned before half their 
sentence had expired, the discouragement 
to homicide from their punishment has not 
been appreciable. Indeed it is evident 
that the strange immunity from adequate 
punishment enjoyed by the murderers of San 
Francisco has tended to make human life 
less secure. On an average there are from 
twenty to twenty.five persons charged 
with murder or homicide in custody, but 
there has not been an execution for four 
years, and there seems no prospect of any 
for an indefinite period, though a score of 
the worst class of assassins are now in jail. 
This is a very bad showing indeed, and tho 
San Francisco press and public ought to 
insist upon the better administration of 
justice.

We give herewith an excellent portrait of 
S en a to r J oh n F. M ille r , of California, 
who introduced the Chinese bill, which has 
already passed the Senate and House of 
Representatives, and L now in the hands of 
the Presileut. His services to his constitu­ 
ents in this connection have greatly aug‘ 
merited Senator Miller’s popularity in Cali­ 
fornia, and brought his name very promi­ 
nently before the nat'om 
Mr. Miller is a native of tho State of 
Indiana. He lived in comparativa obscurity 
until the period of the War, when he was 
made Provost Marshal of Tennessee. Then, 
a? now, he was attached to the Republican 
party. His removal to California was con­ 
sequent upon hi» appointment by President 
Johnson to the Co'lectorship r.f Customs at Sau 
Francisco. In this important office he gained 
the prestige which, in the course of time, 
brought to him the leading distinction of bis 
life th is far—that of representing California 
in the Senate of the United States. Senator 
AHSer's term will not expire nntil the year 
iW ', m that his achievement with respect to 
the matter of Chinese immigration gives him 
an advantageous opportunity to make him­ 
self a great record os a statesman during his 
present incumbency of office, provided he 
continues to Bhow himself capable of leader­ 
ship and the conduct of legislation. It 
shonlc not be forgotten, however, that too 
repreesntatives of both the great political 
paitle.1 from the Pacific States, are at one in 
their endeavor to restrict Chinese immigra­ 
tion. 


BRIEF SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
Tho Coroner’a jury has charged McCor­ 
mick with manslaughter, for the killing of 
Hugh Mooney last Tuesday night. 
Tho United States Grand Jury haB found 
true Mils 'against Captain Sparks of the 
ship Gatherer, for cruelty to seamen. 
The autopsy made yesterday on thabody 
of Joremiah McCarthy, who dropped dead 
on the corner of Minna and First streets, 
Thursday morning, revealed fatty degen­ 
eration of the heart as the cause of death. 
W. N. Butler was attacked with hem­ 
orrhage while walking along Clay street on 
Friday, and soon after expired. The de­ 
ceased was a native of Virginia, aged 45 
years, and resided at North Temeecil, Ala­ 
meda oounty, where he leaves a widow. 
The ship Lorenzo, which arrived Friday 
evening, 159 days from Glasgow, reports 
that on January 13.h a seaman named 
William Massey fell from the main yard 
to tho deck and was instantly killed. De­ 
ceased was a native of Scotland, aged 19 
years. 
The Directors of the Produce Exchange, 
and the committee appointed by the latter 
institution to offer the Merchants' Ex­ 
change §250,000 for its property, have de­ 
cided to renew the offer, and give the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange fivo days more to render 
a final decision. 
The Board of Supervisors held a caucus 
on Friday, and it is reported that they de­ 
cided to appoint Police Commissioners to 
succeed the present Board, whose term 
expires April 6th. 
As the Governor also 
claims the power to appoint, a conflict of 
State and municipal authority is imminent. 
Captain Morrison, of the American ship 
Frank M. Thayer, has been arrested on a 
warrant sworn to by a seaman named Don­ 
ovan, charging Morrison with tricing him 
up in the ship’s rigging and inflicting other 
unnecessary punishment. 
Morrison was 
accompanied by the ship’s consignees, who 
deposited & bail bond of §500. 


A n o th e r K illin g in S an F r a n c isc o — 
Sunday morning, between 12 and 1, at San 
Francisco, a pistol shot near Morton and 
Kearny streets drew attention. The offi­ 
cers found John M. (or N.IMassey on the 
ground in the middle of 
street. He 
was a well known gambler and sporting 
man. BeatiDg him with a pistol was J. 
Hamblin, another gambler. Massey died 
in a short time after the arrival of the offi­ 
cers. It seems that there was bad blood 
between tho two men, and had been for 
some months. 
On Saturday night, in a 
saloon, the men quarrelled, when Massey 
struck Hamblin over the head with a cane. 
He left and returned in half an honr to 
where Massey was, and the difficulty was 
renewed. 
Finally, as Massey moved 
off, Hamblin pulled a 
pistol and 
fired 
at him. 
Massey then ran, 
and Hamblin, after beginning to put 
up his pistol, drew and fired three more 
shots. 
Massey meanwhile fell in the 
street, and Hamblin went to him and be­ 
gan to beat him over the head. Hamblin 
exhibited an ugly cut over the eye, and 
said that it was from the blow of Massey’s 
cane ; that he went home, got his pistol, 
came back and shot his man. Massey was 
found to have received two bullet wounds, 
either of which must have been fatal. He 
was stabbed once, that wound being small 
and received in the first difficulty. Hamb­ 
lin says the fight was over an old gambling 
grudge. Massey’s friends state tnat some 
time sines he employed Hamblin as door­ 
keeper in a faro game known as “ White’s.’ 
About a month ago Hamblin got into a row 
with the dealer of the game, and fired two 
shots at him across the table. For this 
Massey discharged him, since which Hamb­ 
lin has been very bitter in his feelings 
toward Massey, and when they met last 
evening hard words passed between them 
in regard to the matter. Massey is spoken 
of very highly among his associate gamb­ 
lers, who say that he was very quiet and 
peaceful, and had frequently befriended 
the man who caused his death. 


S u n d a y L aw .—At San Francisco Fri­ 
day evening another enthusiastic “ law and 
order temperance meeting” was held. 
Platt’s Hall was tilled by an andience of 
marked respectability, conspicuous among 
which was a large number of ladies. In 
fact the attendance was so large that mauy 
were content with standing room. R. H. 
McDonald presided. The exercises com­ 
menced with the singing of “ All Hail the 
Power of Jesus’ Name," in which the au­ 
dience joined. 
After the singing of the 
temperance anthem, “ Work, for the Night 
is Coming,” the Chairman addressed the 
meeting, adverting to the custom of the 
American people since colonial days, to 
meet together to confer npon topics of in­ 
terest to the people. Speeches were made 
by Henry E. Highton, and Eli Johnsen, 
of New York. Resolutions were passed 
reaffirming the position of the meeting of 
March 25:h : urging the enforcement of 
the Sunday law, and especially the en­ 
forcement of all iaws for the restriction of 
the sale of intoxicat'ng liquors ; directing 
the employment of prosecuting attorneys 
and indorsing the Home Protection Asso­ 
ciation. « ■

[LAST SIGHT'S BtSVATCIIKS TO THE RECORD-VXION.) 


W o o d la n d , April 21—This morning a 
young man named Will Moore, while out 
hunting two miles northeast of Woodland, 
discovered the dead body of a map, and 
without making a particular examination 
hastened to town and informed Coroner 
Krellenberg, who immediately proceeded to 
the spot designated, when he discovered that 
it was the Indy of John E. Maltby, Under 
Sheriff of Yolo county. Near by was found 
a bottle labeled strychnine, which is eup- 
posed to tell the story of his death. Deceased 
had a difficulty with some ptrties about a 
week ago and was badly beaten, since which 
time he had not been seen, and it is supposed 
he committed suicide on account of that diffi­ 
culty. Maltby was an Engli-hman by birth, 
about 40 years of age, and had lived in this 
county about ten years., lie had evidently 
been dead several days when discovered. 
Deceased was a member of Naval Lodge, 
No. 87, F. and A. M. of Vallejo. 
Disastrous Eire at Ftorkton. 
S tock to n , April 2J.—An alarm of fire was 
sounded hero this afternoon at 4 o’clock. It 
was found that Sperry it Co.’s flouring mills 
was the point where the fire was first dis­ 
covered. It seemed to blaze up all at once, 
and before the department arrived on the 
ground the whole southwest corner of the 
immense four-story building was like a fur­ 
nace. Very soon tho wooden warehouse, in 
which was stored thousands cf sacks of 
wheat, ground feed and other property, burst 
forth in fltmes, and before many minutes 
was entirely enveloped. Then the stables 
of Simpson 4 Gray, lumbermen, caught, 
the L part of tbe Maylan property, a barn 
on the same lot, a large quantity of lumber 
belonging to the above lumber firm, and 
J. Hickman’s residence. 
All were to­ 
tally consumed. 
At the present writ­ 
ing the firemen have the conflagra­ 
tion under subjection. The mill proper, 
containing the machinery, grain, etc., is all 
consumed, with the loss estimated at §200,­ 
090; insurance, §80 000. The packing build­ 
ing, warehome, etc., will undoubtedly be 
saved. E. Hickman’s loss will reach §6,000 ; 
insured for §4.500. The loss of Simpaon & 
Gray will be §3,000, and Maylan’s loss is §4 
000. Several men were injured, bat none 
fatally.

•Stockton, April 2d.—The fire is now fully 
under control. Nothing is burning except 
stacks of gratD, sacks, etc , on the site of the 
wooden warehouse. Tho east wall fell a 
short time ago with a fearful crash. The da 
struction of the mill proper is complete.

Sher­ 
man reached through the grating, unlocked 
the door and started in mr.-uit of Fellows, 
who ran about one block, mounted a horse 
which was crazing by tbe sidewalk and rode 
another block, when the animal bucked him 
off. Sherman kept ir. closo pursuit all the 
time, and several citizens joined in the chase. 
Fellows, findirg escape impossible, aud beiog 
covered by a number cf revolvéis, surren­ 
dered. Ha was perf°ctly cool, and ate a 
hearty breakfast after being returned to hi? 
cell. He was sentenced last Thursday to a 
life term of imprisonment for stage robbery, 
and is to be taken to Folsom to-morrow night.

The O ldest P lon crr D ead. 
S an F ra n cisco, Aprli 2J.—To-day Garrett 
W. Hyckman, the oldest pioneer on the coast 
at the time of his death, died at the residence 
of bis son, a well-known broker of this city. 
Deceased was 84 yearn of age, but extraor­ 
dinarily well preserved. He assisted in c im­ 
posing the first copy of the Albany Argus in 
1813, sixty nine year? ago. Onecf his friends 
on the “ case” was Thurlow Weed. In 1849 
he came to this coast. He was appointed by 
President Buchanan Secretary of Legation at 
Santiago, Chile, aud when he relinquished 
that occupation he came to this city again for 
the purpose of arranging the affairs of the 
celebrated Harry Meiggs. For many years 
he has been engaged in no occupation, beiog 
blessed wi.h a competency. He was a wid­ 
ower, aud leaves two sons, one a merchant in 
New York city, and the other a stock-broker 
of this city. He was notably affable and 
courteous, and his demise will be regretted 
by a very large circle of friend?. His funeral 
will take place from Pioneer Hall Tuesday.

S an F ra n cisco, April 2d.—To-day the 
same system of dividing the city into dis­ 
tricts, and detailing officers to take testimony 
against violators of the Sunday law, as pur­ 
sued on the two previous Sundays, was pur­ 
sued by the Police Department, and an addi­ 
tion of Borne 5C0 offenders is expected to be 
made to the already large docket of those 
opposed to local option. The number of 
persona who had concluded to abide by the 
requirements of the law and close their 
places of business was larger than on any 
previous Sunday since an attempt to enforce 
the law has been made by the authorities.

T he ¡Massey M urder—A d d itio n a l r o ln ts, 
San F ra n cisco, April 21.—The autopsy 
on the body of John N. Massey, who was 
killed last pight by Hamblin, shows that 
three shot? took effect in his body, and that 
any one of them was sufficient to have pro red 
fatal. 
In an interview this evening Hatnblin gave 
his version of the murder. He claims that 
Massey caused his discharge seme months ago; 
that fie (Hamblin) felt very hostile towara 
him; that duriDg the quarrel on Saturday 
night Massey beat him badly over the he3d, 
arms and shoulders with a heavy cane ; that 
when he armed himsrlf and came back, he 
knew that it meant either one or the other of 
them, and he did not propose to give Massey 
a chance to take his life if he could help it. 
Hamblin expressed himself as realizing the 
fact that he had gotten himself into a very 
serious difficulty, but dwelt upon the real or 
imaginary iajury Massey had done him. To­ 
day the prisoner was charged with murder. 
\Yhen Massey was picked up in the Bireet 
where he had fallen.'alargestx-sfcotlully-load- 
ed Colt’s revolver was found under bim, which 
it is supposed he drew with the intention of 
defending himself but became so weakened by 
his wounds that he was unable to use it. 
Shortly after the shooting a man giving the 
name of Andrew Butler was brought into 
the City Receiving Hospital to have a wound 
in hi» shoulder dressed. He said that he was 
walking along the east tide of Kearny 
street, when his attention was attracted by 
the report of a pistol and ths ronniug of two 
men toward him front the other side of 
Kearny Btreet. Butler ?au toward the mid­ 
dle of the street, when he keard another 
shot, which so badly scared him that he has 
little recollecti in of what occurred until he 
fouud that a bullet had struck bim. Au ex­ 
amination showed that a stray bullet from 
Hamblin’s pistol had made a flesh wound in 
h > shoulder.

A CONFESSION.

The Story of a Young Man Under A rrest 
and in Serious Trouble. 


Readers of the RíOORD-UniON wiil remem­ 
ber an account of the arrest a t Elm ira last 
week by J . H . Mahoney, postal detective, and 
officer Btissell, of this city, of two men 
charged w ith robbing the U nited States 
mail. 
Both men were taken on the arrival at 
Elm ira of the train th at is run on the \ aca 
Valley and Clear Lake Railroad. 
One was 
the conductor, A. H . W insley, the other L. 
E . W , Parker, his brakeman. 
For some 
months the postal authorities have been 
aware th at pilfering from the mail bags on 
th at line has been going on. 
All sorts of 
decoys were 
set, lint it seemed impos­ 
sible 
to 
fix 
guilt 
where 
suspicion 
pointed. 
The 
two 
officers 
named 
were a t last pu t upon the track, Mr. Brunei! 
being called in to render the postal official ths 
aid he needed. 
M arke 1 coins were sent 
through the mails in registered letters by Dr. 
Eitield, the Postm aster at Madison, and t.ie 
mail pouches were overhauled at Elm ira to 
find if the bait had bsen taken. 
Several of 
the decoy letters failed, but tiually one was 
sent by the doctor which read as follows : 
Madison, Cs!., March 2?, 1882. 
II. M. Green & Co.: Inclosed please find *i, due 
you for the books, which were received all right. 
Yours, respectfully, 
M. L. FI llti>. 
This was addressed to Green & Co., 405 
Montgomery street, San Francisco, and post­ 
marked “ Madison, March 27th." I t bore one 
1 cent and one 2 cents U uited States postage 
stamps. 
Inclosed was a $5 gold piece and 
three silver dollars. 
Each of these was 
marked so as 
to bd identified, _ but still 
so 
as 
not 
to 
attract attention. 
On 
March 27 t h , on the arrival of the train from 
Madison at Elm ira, the bags on beiug re­ 
ceived, were found locked as usual, but on 
being opened the decoy package was missing. 
Inspector Mahoney then boarded the train, 
and abruptly asked Faiker, the brakemau, 
who ribbed the mails on that line. 
Parker 
was surprised, confused, and replied, " N o ­ 
body that he know of.” Mahoney then ar­ 
rested and searched him, and found in fcis 


p i c k e t s the registered letter package broken 
open and the marked coin. In the meanwhile 
Bri-sefl went for the conductor, Winsley, who 
had left the train and gone to his bouse, near 
the depot. 
He arrested him, but the prisoner 
showed very little emotion or surpiise. 
Both 
men were brought immediately to Sacra­ 
mento, but were kept separate. 
Barker was 
deeply moved, and adm itted th at he had re­ 
ceived the package from Winsley, aud that 
he knew the latter had been tampering with 
the mail bags. 
I t was the intention to have 
the prisoners examined before U nited States 
Commissioner Cadwalader, of this city, but 
the U uited States D istrict A ttorney directed 
that they be brought to San Francisco, where 
they wtre taken by Mahoney and a deputy 
U nited States M arshal. 
The Postal In ­ 
spector was prom pt in the m atter, and 
proved himself efficient, aDd officer Brissell 
is credited with rendering him invaluable 
aid—indeed, the assistance of the latter 
was indispensable. 
Prior to the prisoners 
being taken below a R e c o rd -U n io n repre­ 
sentative sought an interview with Parker, 
W insley, it being stated, making a fiat denial 
of guilt and rtfusiog to make any statem ent 
as to the m atter. 
P aiker was brought out ot 
the City Prison and made a statem ent, which 
the R eco b d -U n io n representative took down 
in writing, and Parker then signed it after it 
had been read over to him. 
During the tell­ 
ing of his story the taro officers named were 
present, and also Dr. Fificld. 
Parker is a 
very young man. 
H e is of medium bight, 
dark eyes, hair and complexion, a rather 
thin face, and expression of kindliness and 
gentleness, and in his conversation is frank 
aud apparently unreserved. 
H is hands show 
th at he has been a hard worker. 
H e in 
no 
wise 
fills 
the 
ideal of 
a robber. 
His statem ent was very long, and during 
its delivery he was frequently questioned and 
cross-examined by the officers and reporter 
on points where there was any doubt as to 
clearness. 
He was frequently reminded that 
he need not make a statem ent unless lie 
wished to do so. 
The examination cf the 
prisoners has been set for Wednesday, aud 
while the statem ent ot the brakeman has 
been to this date withheld from publication 
in the inteiesta of justice, now th at the pre­ 
liminary hearing has been fixed, and the 
R e c o rd U n io n representative who took the 
words down summoned to identify the same, 
there appears to be no IoDger any reason for 
withholding the statement. 
Leaving out the 
unnecessary details of his story, which he 
told with evident deep feeling, bat with re­ 
markable frankafts. his narrative was aa fol­ 
lows : 
M y name is Louis E. W . Parker. I live in 
Madison. 
For the last five or tix months I 
have been brakem an on the Vaca Valley and 
Clear Lake Railroad. 
I make this statem ent 
voluntarily and of my own free with 
Tnere 
hxa been made to tue neither promise nor 
threat in regard to the making of it, 
I think 
it was in September or October last th at I 
caught A. 11. Winsley, the conductor of the 
road, with an open mail Back. 
I t was in the 
baggage compartm ent of the coach on the 
train. 
I t was train No. 2, going north. 
I 
came from the head to the rear end of the 
train to tell the conductor that seme lumber 
or posts were threatening to fall off. 
It was 
near to 1’2 noon. 
I came down off the box 
car to the door of the baggage compartment. 
I t is a glass door. 
I t was locked ; through 
the glass door I saw Winsley with an open 
mail bag in his hand. 
The U nited States 
mails are carried on the trains of the road. 
Winslev claimed to have charge of them. 
The Deputy Postm aster a t Elm ira generally 
threw the mail bags into the car of the V aca­ 
ville line, and nlso received them on the ar­ 
rival of the train. 
W hen Winsley saw m eat 
the door he dropped the sack and unlocked 
the door. 
I t was a leather pouch, a large 
one. 
I saw it open and the straps pulled out 
of the loops, and the iron lock lay on the 
other bag. 
I saw no key a t all. 
I went in. 
WinBley did not relock the door. 
I says, 
“ How long Bince you got to be mail agent?’ 
or words to that effect. 
H e said, “ They 
keep sticking things on to me, till after a 
while I'll have so much to d> I can’t 
do it.” 
A t 
th at 
moment, 
nearly, 
we 
were going about over Wolfekill switch, 
and 
I 
started 
to 
go 
out. 
I 
did 
not tell him about the loose lumber, as we 
were so n e » to W inters station. 
W hen I 
got on to the platform he called me back. 
I 
went back, and he said : “ I don’t want yon 
to say anything about my having this sack 
opea.” 
I said ; “ All right, sir,” or words 
like it, just as train men would speak to a 
superior. 
I siw no key, ar.d didn’t ask him 
about it, or how he got into the sack. I went 
out on the train then. 
Nothing was said 
about the bag for some dajB. 
Dae day I 
asked him how it was that he opened the 
mail one day, and not another? 
He said he 
did as he d—d pleased on the road. About a 
week or ten days after the first ccnrreuce, 
P aiker went ou to say, W insley sent Parker 
out of the baggage compartment, of the car to 
see about some passengers, and when he re­ 
turned he saw W inshy with an envelope in 
his hand. 
I t was a white one, and he Doticed 
no stam p on it. 
W insley pulled the contents 
out—a white paper, and he told Barker there 
was $50 in greenbacks. 
He did not see him 
take the money out, but W insley took a roll 
of hills from his pocket and gave Barker two 
$10 bills. 
Ha. Barker, said he didn’t think 
he wanted them, but he took them. 
Wins- 
iey did not say where he got the letter. 
Barker thought it “ awful funny’’ th at he 
should give him money. 
Winsley told him 
that he, Parker, was not getting big wages, 
and it would help him out. 
Parker says he 
didn’t know how W insley could s eal them. 
Barker knew nottiing of registered packages— 
had teen them only when a biy in the East. 
11 w&b two or three weeksmore before anything 
more was said about money or mail bags— 
maybe longer. 
The next time was when 
Winsley got $50 in gold coin. 
It was near to 
Christmas. 
H e reached his hand into his 
pocket and gave Parker, one afternoon on the 
train, a $10 and a $5 gold piece, saying. “ I ’ll 
make you a Christmas present.” 
Barker 
says he did not know W in.iey had got $50 
out of a mail bag—enlv knows what the 
officers say now, th at $50 was lost at that 
time out of the mails. 
The next morning, 
as Barker swept out the car, he found a lit of 
string with the ends still tied, and a piece of 
paper, with a 10 cent and 3 cent stamp, and 
same writing on it. 
He thir ks it was Post­ 
master Fifield's name on the top, and another 
oa the bott til. 
Behind the lantern b .x 
he found a vellow envelope with the words 
printed on it “ Pnstoffice Business.” This he 
laid on W insley’s (Dak, the other Paper he 
swept out. 
W hen W insley came in he called 
his attention to the envelope, and W insley 
tore it up and burred it in the stove, and said 
it amounted to nothing. 
M arch ^7tbf *n tbe 
afternoon, on the train, between Elm ira and 
Madis >n, W insley set.t Barker out a t Union 
School-house to stop the train 
and let 
off a pas-engsr. 
I t took from four to five 
minutes. 
W hen he came back into the 
baggage compartment W insley had a regis­ 
tered past' tfiee package in his hand. [Barker 
here identified i t ] I t was brokeo open at 
one end, and partly rolled up. 
W insley gave 
it to him, and also a $5 gold-piece and three 
silver dollars. 
H e said, “ H ere is $8 for yon. 
Destroy that package aa soon aa you get a 
good chance ” 
P arker thinks he added, 
“ Burn it.” The day before P aiker had paid 
Winsley $1 10 th at he owed him. and then 
told hiui that t h a t “ bursted him .” 
Barker, 
between the ti stan d seconi times of receiv­ 
ing money of Winsley, saw ths latter one day 
open a mail sack with a key, shake it up and 
look into it, but he to k nothing out. 
H e re­ 
looked it, and put tbe key in his pocket. 
W insley h id once told i ’arker ha was a 
ewi rn postal officer, and had a right to open 
sack.--, and as ho bad a key Barker believed it. 
W hen he looked into the pouch at the time 
referred to—when he shook it np—W insley 


remarked, “ There isn’t a d—d thing in it,” 
or words to th at (fleet. 
W hen Parker heard 
of the arrest cf young Douglass, for mail 
robbing, he told W insley of it. 
The latter 
told 
him not to be 
“ scared,” as there 
was 
no danger of 
any 
one touching 
him, 
Parker, 
and 
added 
th at if ever 
any 
one asked him, 
Barker, anything 
ab u t Ihe m atter, to say nothiug, and if any 
officer came to arrest him, to tell them 
nothing; th at he (W insley) had money, and 
he’d help him (Porker) out. 
Parker r(plied, 
'* All right,” but made up his mind tn at if 
anything occurred again, it would come out. 
He had it on his mind to go and tell Dr. 
Fifield th at something was going on wrong 
about the mail, and added, “ If I ’d only done 
so I ’d not been in this trouble to-day.” 
Barker says he never had any otber conversa­ 
tion with W ioslcy about the mails. 
On the 
27th of M arch Parker and W insley were ar­ 
rested, as stated, and ou Parker was found 
the $S (marked as a decoy), and the package 
th at he identified as above. 
Barker denies 
th at he ever opened a szc-k, or a letter, and 
says he has above related all he ever had 
to do with the mail sacks. 
H e 
never 
had charge of them. 
They were always in 
charge of conductor Win6ley. 
Often when 
there were long trains Barker says he would 
cot go into the coach at all, as his place was 
ahead, and then W insley would have full 
opportunity to overhaul the mail bags if he 
wished. 
Prior to Barker first finding W ins­ 
ley tam pering with the mail bags, the latter 
had been rather rough ia his usage of Barker, 
and did not allow him to be in the coach 
much. 
A fter that he wss very kind and 
ihoughtful about him, and he could come into 
the coach when he pleased. 
A fter that, also, 
W insley voluntarily applied to the lailrcad 
managers and got Barker’s wages raised, 
though Barker had him6elf applied and been 
refused. 
Both Parker and W insley are married 
men, and Ixith have young children. W insley 
has stoutly m aintained his innocence ; P a r­ 
ker, both here and at W oodland, where he 
m et his wife as the officer was taking him 
hence to San Francisco, as Btoutly adheres to 
bis story.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


CONCENTRATED LYE VS. COAL OIL AS 
AN IN8ECTICIDS. 


A t the German Lutheran Church, M arch 
26tb, R >v. Dr. Taubner, pastor, on the occa­ 
sion of the exam ination preparatory to con­ 
firmation, a class of eighteen boys and girls 
was presented. 
The examination was made 
in regard to w hat they had learned after 
many months of instruction and was conduct­ 
ed by the psstor. 
I t extended to their 
knowledge of tbe doctrines cf the church, the 
study of the Bible and the history of the 
leformatiop, and without exception 
they 
acquitted themselves with credit. 
Yesierday 
was Palm Sunday, and the pastor adminii- 
tered to the class the right of confirmation, 
ths most solemn of all the rites of the 
Lutheran Church. 
The children made a very 
pleasing appearance, the girls 
all 
being 
attired iu simple white. 
The church was 
handsomely decorated with flowers and gar­ 
lands. 
Dr. Taubner preached a very im­ 
pressive 
sermon 
from 
Galatians, vi., 7 : 
“ W hateover a man s-oweth, that shall he 
also reap.” 
He said there were two themes 
which the children were to earnestly remem­ 
ber : the first was, “ whatsoever a man so iv- 
eth,” the second, “ th at Bhftll he also reap.” 
Ou the tiist theme the speaker spoke on the 
following heads : First, the kind of seed man 
sows, where he sows it, when he sows it ; 
second, he will surely reap the kind he 
sows, in 
the way he 
sowed it, and in 
like way will also receive his reward. 
The sermon evidently made a deep impres­ 
sion on the parents and the children, and 
also ail others of the large congregation, es­ 
pecially where the speaker advanced the idea 
that the Galatians were a Gaelic people, who, 
in ccmpany with a Celtic tribe, emigrated 
from Thalia, in Asia, and mingled with the 
Grecians, therefore also named Gailo-Gre- 
cians. 
The Germans, he said, have a close 
relation to the Galatians, and for this reason 
German children should especially take to 
heart the words or the Apostle Paul, “ W hat­ 
soever a man eoweth, that shall he also reap.” 


M atthew Cooke, Chief A gricultural Officer, 
returned yesterday from San Jose, where he 
attended a meeting of the Santa C lara H or­ 
ticultural Society, and also visited various or­ 
chards whose owners have been attem pting 
to exterm inate the ecale insects which have 
caused so much damage in Santa Clara 
county. H e reports the work of extermination 
to be general in the infested districts, and the 
results of the various experiments will prob­ 
ably be known within the next th irty days. 
This much can be said from present observa­ 
tion : the scale insects can be exterminated. 
The question to be decided is the selection of 
proper treatm ent, or, ia other words, whether 
the use of concentrated lye or coal oil (a 
liquid mads of coal oil, called “ tree wash ”) 
is the best and safest remedy. 
A t present it 
is adm itted by all th at either the coal oil tree 
wash or concentrated lye, one pound to each 
gallon of water, will destroy the scales effect­ 
ually. 
D. C. V estal has washed his fruit 
trees thoroughly with the coal oil tree wash. 
G. W . Rutherford, ia the same neighbor­ 
hood, has washed his fruit trees thoroughly 
with concentrated lye—7,000 trees, on which 
he used five tons. 
Mr. R utherford’s trees at 
present are in full bloom; the scale effectually 
destroyed; has not lost any trees. 
The 
orchard he would have sold November 1st 
last for $15,000, which cost him $32,000 three 
years ago. 
He bas expended sicce November 
$1.200. aud at present would not take $15,­ 
000. 
H is trees are eberrv, plums, pears and 
apples. 
M r. Vesta! reported to the Society 
on Saturday th at he was satisfied by washing 
or spraying w ith the coal oil tree wash, he 
had effectually destroyed the scale, and had 
also effectually destroyed his peach trees, but 
that he considers the apple, pear and plum 
trees but little damaged. 
(Mr. Cocke thinks 
some of the peach trees may recover.) 
How­ 
ever, the next thirty days will show the 
amount of fruit that will set upon the trees 
washed by the different solutions, and enough 
will be known whether the lye or coal oil 
advocates will gain the victory. 
Mr. Cooke 
has advised not Jo use coal oil in any form, 
and say3 he has” every reason to think th at 
the advice he gave was correct. 
However, 
the work 
has 
been so thoroughly done 
th at positive 
proof 
will be gained this 
season. 
The fruit-growers of Santa Clara 
county are greatly encouraged, as the pros­ 
pects are good for a fair crop of choice clean 
fruib 
So confident are they that the orchard 
pestscan be exterminated, that over3,000acres 
of orchards have been planted this spring. As 
an instance of the difference of opinion of the 
fruit-growers in the county named as to the 
use of insecticides, in looking over the files of 
letterf in M r. Cooke’s office, H . C. Smith,¡who 
is superintending the work in Mr. R uther­ 
ford's orchard, writes on December 22J la s t: 
“ Having read your pamphlet I commenced 
spraying the trees with lye as you direetnl. 
Now my neighbors (the coal oil advocates), 
tell me I have burned the trees. 
Blease ad­ 
vise me, etc.” (Mr. Cooke advised him to 
continue the work ) On M arch 23th last Mr. 
Sm ith writes : 
“ We have completed the 
waihing of all the trees, and the result is be­ 
gin* E g to show very favorably ; thaLks b r 
yourjencouragement and advice. 
A nd as the 
orchard is in bloom at the present time, 
would be pleased to see you here, etc.” 
M r. Cooke says so far as the extermination 
of the scale insects is concerned, beyond 
doubt the problem is solved.
